particular he is considered to be qualified to ake gur laws. The come 
plaint against Mr Glover was, that he had not the necessary sum of 
£300 a-year; and on this issue being heard before a committee of the 
House, the decision was against him, and his election was declared void, 
Now, in ordinary cases nu further proceedings are taken. The object 
is to get rid of the sitting member, and this being dene, his opponents 
are satisfied. But Mr. Glover seems to have fallen into rough hands; 
for, not satisfied with ousting him trom Parliament, they determined to 
pro-ecute him for making a fulse declaration, or, in other words, for 
swearing he was worth £200 a-year, when he knew all the while he was 
not, and in due time he was so prosecuted ‘The feet was proved against 
him to the satis action of a jury, and, alas ! instead of litting up his head 
in Parliament, he is now in Newgute prison. Poor Mr. Glover! when 
he set sail for the palace of Westminster with a fair wind, he little 
thought of landing ultimately and so soon on such an inhospitable shore. 
About twelve months ago he was chaired through the streets of Bever- 
ley, and rapturously cheered by enthusiastic crowds, and now he is in 
durance vile, with no man to do him reverence. 
“This is the state of man. To-day he puts forth 
The tender leaves of hope; to-morrow blossoma, 
aud bears his blushing honours thiek upon him, 
the third day cones a frost—a killing frost ;

searches of the Stutistien] Society. ‘The lamentable faet that, to quote 
the eloquent words of Mr. Charles Dickens, ‘of all the coffins that are 
made in London, more than one in every three is made for a little 
ehild—a child that has not yet two figures to its aye,” gradually took 
hold on the minds of sone benevolent persons, ana evoked their sym- 
pene. At last a house was taken, and wards were opened; and the 

fospital for Sick Children (of which we give this week an engraving) 
is now in the sixth year of its beneficent existence. 

Tt was a grand old mansion in Great Orwoud Street, at whose portal, 
three days since. 1 strack a modestdouble-rap A double-knock at the 
door of an hospital! And yet—1 did not dislike the notion though, for 
it had an air of home in it—L could not help speculating, as I stood 
in the spacious old entance-hall, at the foot of the wide staircase, 
with its carved banni-ters, and waiting for the arrival of the nurse. 
who had been summoned by the courtcous matron to show me over the 
hospitel, gpen the many virissitudes the old and out-of-fashioned house 
hea gone through. There were traces of rich carvings, mouldings, and 
other decorations about: some maznate of the Law or Senate lived 
hore, doubtless, when Bedford Row was an aristocratic locality, and 
Lord Tiuriow lived in Bloomsbury Square. Drums and routs, assem- 
Dies and spadite, siouille. and basto parties’? were onee held here. 
Hoops and brocades uve rustled and flustered down those. stairs; 
the dideet music of the harpischord has been heard echoing 
through those spacious chamers; romping children have raced, 
loud-Jaughiny. trom floor to floor. ‘There have been silvery 
voices and jally sengs heard here in the old time, and the house 
has been full of brave company. Now, again, it is as full as it 
ean conveniently hold; bet it is only full of little people who suffer, 
who are very still and quiet, who seldom—very seldom—laugh or play, 
and who die soon semetaves. You might hear a pin drop in the vast 
house. ‘There is no romping. no pattering feet, no silver voices. Only 
now and then throbs the velvet tread of the nurse carrying food and 
medicine, the filmer but still gentle tread of the house-surgeon: only 
now and then you hear a fechle little wail, the laboured effort of 
impeded respiration, the weary but not querulous sigh of the bedridden 
eripple. For they sutler very patientiy and uneomplainingly, these 
poor mites, te nurse tells me, and bear their tiny crosses bravely ; 
niy, in the intervals of pain they ean be cheerful and playful enough. 
They break down, when their friends come to see them. sometimes ; 
mother and father, sud aunt, and sister who is strong and hearty, are 
too much for them, and for sone time after the visit they fret and 
grizzle, but they soon pick up again, these weaklings, and become 
as happy as their infirmities will let them, in their other home, the 
hospital.

There were filteen girls in this ward, the ages ranging from three 
ten, There was acase of typhoid fever, another of croup, a very 
one of rheumatisin, but the most puintul was a * storvation’’ ease, 
Che child had been received a few days previously, in aimost a dying 
state, from inanition and neglect, due, it is but Just to say, more to the 
extreme and hideous poverty than to the ciueity of iis parents, ‘The 
face was like a duminutive death’s-head. ‘The uurse drew up one sleeve 
of the child's bedgown and showed me a bone, ves. a bone just covered 
with integument.‘ Lor’, sir,’ she said, in answer to am expressiua 
of horror, * it's vetting quite plump t+ what it was a week ago.” 

The arrangements in the boys’ ward were similar to those I lad 
already seen, There was the same scrupulous cleanliness, the sume 
cidiness and air of general comfort, that pervaded the girls’. The boys 
were rather more lively, though; two ur three, who were convalescent, 
were clinging to the nurse's -kirts. More were sitting up in bed, and 
one was playing in a most unimated mauner with a kitlen. Alt who 
were a‘ le todoso, greeted us as we passed with @ little airy wave of the 
hand that was full of genuine courtesy. Little children are litue 
gentlemen, 

Bath-rooms, with sitz and shower-baths, a large and airy garden for 
those children sufficiently recovered to take exercise, a perumbulator, 
and a medical theatre in course of constructio, these were umong the 
things I glanced at during a histy visit, and all bore testimony to the 
judicious and forbearing hindvess which actuates all concerned in the 
management of the hospital, LT may add too. and am glad to have such 
a duty to perform—that the nurses seemed full of gentleness and 
tenderness towards their infuut charges, and there were not wantire

\ “Fire” Doc.—Mr. Henderson, the chief 
‘heer of the D section of the London Fire 
rigade, has in his possession a dog that beats, 
as sagacity goes, all of his predecessors in 
same line, whose remarkable careers have 

om time to time been recorded in the public 
vuurnals. The present dog is attached to the 
Southwark Bridge Road Station, and unless he is 
proceeding with the engine to a fire, rarely goes 
out for a stroll except in the company of his 
master. His name is ‘ Bob,’ of what breed it 
would be difficult to tell, but his performances are 
such as can scarcely be credited unless seen. Last 
week a fire took place in the premises belonging 
to Messrs. Wallace and Co., mustard and chicory 
manufacturers, in Duke Street, London Bridge, 
and at that fire the dog, upon hearing the partial 
zroans of some animal, and whilst the water 
trom the engines was running from the tire quite 
hot, he made arush in the exact seat of the fire. and finding a cat partially 
suffocated and much burned, he seized it by the back of the neck, carried 
it out into the open air, and placed it on the settle of a door two houses 
off from the one on fire The animal is now reported by the firemen 
“to be going on favourably.”? This is only one instance of his sagacity 
ind br very, for at the fire at Camberwell Gate, where five lives were 
Jost, he rushed into the cellar, half full of water, which was almost at 
oiling heat, and brought out a dog which was nearly scalded to death. 
\t the fire at Pickford’s Wharf, Camden Town, there were a great 
number of pigs on the premises, and these were turned loose in the 
road, but being so affrighted at the glare of the flames thev made

Crystat PaLtack PRoGRAMME FoR 1808.—

Tur Consumriton oF ARDENT Spirits.— 
Recent returns show that in 1857, 32,231,455 
gallons of proof spirits were distilled in the 
United Kingdom ——viz., 8,858,186 gallons in Eng- 
land, 13,299,400 in Scotland, and 10,073,860 in 
Ireland. Duty was paid on 24,150,433 gals. for 
vonsumption inthe whole of the United Kingdom, 
the amount of duty yielded to the revenue having 
been £9,025,835. Another return shows that 
last. year, 2,455,789 gallons were imported into 
England from Ireland, 5,985 into Scotland from 
Ireland, none into Ireland from England, and 
1,047,300 gallons into Ireland from Scotland. 
About 30,000 gallons of rum were received into 
rectifiers’ stocks in 1857 in the United Kingdom. 

Prockess oF THE LeviaTuan.—A report 
read on Saturday, at a meeting of the Great 
Eastern Steam Navigation Company, stated that 
the directors since the last meeting of the share- 
holders had devoted considerable time to procur- 
ng information and in obtaining specifications, 
estimates, and tenders; and that, to enable the 
Leviathan to proceed to sea, a further outlay of 
"172,000 was necessary, which sum, added to the 
present liabilities of the company, amounted to 
211,282 11s. 10d. To meet this, the directors 
proposed to issue debentures and preference shares. 
he total cost of the ship would be £804,522, or 
at a rate of £54 per ton, taking the ship at 
builders’ measurement, 24,000 tons. The direc- 
tors regretted that they were unable to complete 
her equipment before the ensuing autumn, when 
it was intended to make several preliminary 
voyages to America for the purpose of testing 
the ship's capabilities, and in the spring to com- 
mence her voyages to India or Australia, 

IN Seancu oF ApvENTURE.—A lad of searce 
fourteen years of age, a pupil of Christ’s Hos- 
pital, stole £30 from an uncle in London, and 
went to Liverpool, where he put up at an hotel. 
It was suspected that all was not right, and a 
police officer was sent for, who, on searching the 
boy and his luggage, found £18 7s. in money, a 
gold watch and guard, a gun, a revolver, 6 lbs. of 
powder, a quantity of shot, caps, &c. Upon bein 
asked to give an account of himself, the boy sai 
he had been reading ** Robinson Crusoe,” and his 
mind was so influenced by it that he ran away 
from school, robbed his unele, equipped himself as described, and re- 
solved to encounter shipwreck, barren islands, and Men Fridays, and 
other adventures that might turn up. He intended to go to America, 
and get into the woods and hunt wild fowl and kangaroos, or any other 
little thing in that way. A telegraphic message was sent to London, 
and the young adventurer was claimed by his friends. 

Discovery or Cinerary Urns at Wincnester.—lIn excavating 
on the Conservative Land Society's estate at Winchester, last week, the 
workmen discovered in the Compton Road, about two feet beneath the 
surface, two cinerary urns embedded in the gravel. One of them was 
unfortunately broken to pieces by the pickaxe, but the other was 
exhumed entire, and contained, mixed up with curth, a large quantity of 
burnt bones. The urns were of clay, and were about a foot in length; 
the shape rather elongated, small at the bottom, and increasing in size 
to the mouth, which was ornamented by some rude attempt at fluting.
